H. I. This person was a car|ieriter 
until ls."i7, when, by a strange visitation i f 
Providence, he was indiueil to aiL.jit alto 
get 111 r (lilTerent habits of life. He bad been 
an at heist. One day, while walking in the 
open country, lie thought ha hearda voice 

saying: 

"(io to t he (dianel, ).'o to the chapel." 

" I'o what clia(M l:' " be ini|uireil of his in- 
visible monitor. 

" To t he ( 'lirist i.ui ( ha pel," was tlie reply. 

Now the e:irpeiifer was (in iinfrl'-iidly 
terms with the niiiiisterof the Christian 
ch.ipel, and lieexctaimed idoud: 

"Before I go to tli;it place I liope (iod 
may strike me deaf, dumli ;iiid blind." 

Instantly he fell to the earth, enveloped 
in darkness and Hilanoe, and Without the 
power of speech.

It was necessary to 
have the t liri lat examined, and the child 
was llrndy but Lreiitly lu lil, and the motith 
gently forced open. The examination was 
successfully performed, but the poor little 
creature was in an agony of distress and 
tetnper. 

Then the mother, witbotit a word of re- 
proach, took ber in her arms, and kissed 
and loveil her and soothed ber to sleep. 
The ne.xt morning it was carelully ex- 
idained to her how foolishly she had l)e- 
liaved, and how necessary It was that the 
doctor should extimiiio her thro.u. She 
said very gravely, "The next time I will 
not make any trouble." Her statement 
was of course received with a certain 
secret incredulity, but outwardly with 
confidence. When the doctor ctmie that 
afternoon she bravely walked ui> to him, 
and oiiening her mouth allowed him to in- 
sert tlie spoon, with no «ign of reliellibn 
but a iieigbtened color in the cheeks.—

What lApns Is. 

Lupus vulgaris, of which we are now 
hearing so much, is an extremely chronio 
disease of the skin, attacking persons be- 
tween the ages of Sand 15. It is character- 
ised by the appearance of reddish brown 
nodules of granulation tissue upon tha 
skin, usually of the face. The mucous 
membranes are rarely affected. The nod- 
ules start in the corium, but penetrate tha 
connective tissue lienenth and the papillary 
layer above. The dise.ise spreads by tb» 
formation of fresh nodules at the jieriphery 
of t he original lesion. New centers form 
and the old ones may gradually disappear. 
If the tissue bleaks down an open sore is. 
foil ml, co\ ered with yellowish and brown- 
ish crusts. I'liliki ordinary tuberela,the 
lupus nodules are rather vascular. 

Tubercle bncilli are fouml in t he tissus, 
but they ;iie very iiifteiiueiit, :iiiil ofien 
m:iuy exaniinat ions are rei|iiired to detect 
fliem. Itioculat ion of lupus ikuIuIi's will, 
it is ,'isseited, c.iuse tuberculosis in rabbits 
and uninca pigs, but inoculation of the 
skill with tubercle \\ ill not produce lupus. 
For t his ami ot her re isi ms so dist iiiLoiislied 
an ailt liority as I\:iposi denies that lupus is 
a cut;ineous tulx'rciilosis, although that 
view is held positively by Koch and his 
[lupils, Liipiis, chronic as it is in its ten- 
dciirii s . ifteii di-appears fnratime under 
tre:it liicnl , only t" leappi'.ir later. Derma- 
tologists '^eiie-.i ! ly L:i\t' a favorable prog- 
nosis, jirovided ii'ciiiment is persisted in.'— 
Medical Reconl.

But nt lejuii one delightful extravagance 
Is entirely frw from this taint of the 
prininl curse. Flowers have no din^'ing 
associations of unhappy workers in squalid 
surroundinifs, but call instead t-n the minds 
of those who know them the most con- 
t^-nted class of manual laborers to Ik- found 
in the worhl. Among a good m/uiy florists 
and gartleners whom 1 have known I can- 
not romeml)er h sini;le dissatisfied or pessi- 
mistic one. They are always a little pa- 
thetic to look at, because const;int stooping 
makes round shoulders one of the marks 
of the trade, and their general efTect of un- 
prosperousness is heightened by their pr*> 
vailing indi/Terpnce tf> personal neatness. 
Indeed, their fon<lne.■^s for the soil is al- 
most always so great that they are not at 
all trouldcd when an astonishing amount 
of it adheres to tViem, and merely to say 
thntagardener is a Ix-tter fellow than he 
looks expresses very feebly the virtues of 
the culling. 

And the interest these men show in their 
work! My k'ardeners have an almost ma- 
ternal fondneas for their ^lanta. "Would 
jroo like to see mf houseful of sick roeesf" 
one asked me once. 

"Of coarse I should," I replied, expect- 
ing to see some depressing spectacle of 
languishing vegetation. Instead. I waa 
shown » roomful of sturdjr bushaa of all 
ages, tmt alike in the Instineis of their 
growth* 

"You see, in every lot which oomee from 
the nursery there are some which haven't 
stood the Journey, And which would never 
do to sell,*' said my florist friend. "Their 
value is not much, but I cannot bear to 
throw them away, and a little extim oar* 
makee them what you see here." 

"Isn't the ttma worth more than the 
young plantsf" 

"Of course it is. But I enjoy giving the 
weak ones a bit of a petting." 

I have often noticed that generosity is al- 
most a trade characteristic of fiorisft*. It does 
not take the form of making their wares 
unnaturally cheap, but they are more will- 
inttthaii other merchants to give a little 
more th;in they have to. With most of the 
craft a dozen means fifteen, and I have 
randy found one who wouhl not lusk a cus- 
tomer to take an extra rose for a bouton- 
niere. They seem to feel that flowers were 
cn-ateil to given ami not sold, and ofTer 
this little implied apology for tho sordid 
necessity wi>i< h makes them batter their 

lovely merchaiKlise. 

Niithiiij; ph-!ises them better th in a cus- 
fiiiiicr who IS liiiiiself an enthusiast, and it 
would be li.iril to convince tliem of the 
b.iseiicss of a real flower lover. I went 
once to t he llorist who had lately stocked 
my little uarileii with a complaint that the 
plants had all been stolen.
